REPORTS OF STRAFFORD COUNTY 13 


Public Hearing 
February 13, 1962 


This hearing was held at the County Court House 
and called to order by Chairman, Arnold T. Clement, 
at 7:00 p.m. 


Members present were: Berry, Leighton, Wiggin, 
O’York, Stonemetz, Colbath, Karkavelas, Richardson, 
Flanagan, Littlehale, Clark, Adams, Marsan, Maxfield, 
Potvin, St. Pierre, Clement, Maloomian, Cormier, 
Wyatt, and Littlefield.

Register of Deeds: 

Mr. Stuart Shaines of Dover questioned the reason 
for a decrease of $400. Chairman Clement stated this 
department has been a controversy and undev discus- 
sion for many years. The Executive Committee voted 
in favor of the decrease, however, this may be changed 
at a meeting of the entire delegation to be held on 
March 6, 1962. 


County Farm: 


Mr. Walworth Johnson asked if there was an in- 
crease in population at the County Home in 1961 and 
the reason for the over-expenditure. Mr. Flower stated 
that there is now a population of 175 to 180 at the 
Home. Repairs to vehicles and machinery, and the 
heating unit contributed a great deal to the over-ex- 
penditures. 


Rebuilding barn and Replacement of Equipment: 
Chairman Clement gave an itemized account of the 

items included under this title. The barn would house 

about 50 head of cattle. Mr. Clement then explained the 
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insurance sytem, with “blanket coverage’ now being 
used by Strafford County. Question was then raised to 
inquire if Strafford County was going to spend the 
entire amount ($50,000) on the barn alone. This is 
not true, as it will be necessary to buy items such as 
hay, vegetables, etc., that do not come under the 
replacement of equipment. 


Cooperative Extension Service: 

Mr. Walter Keays inquired what services the 
C.E.S. contributes to the Home. Mr. Littlehale gave a 
brief outline of the Extension Service and stated its 
main purpose is to instruct and advise the people deal- 
ing with the farm about planting, soil, etc. 


All the budget items were read and there being no 
further discussion, Chairman Clement adjourned the 
hearing at approximately 8:30 p.m.

Register of Deeds: 

Mr. Colbath asked why the appropriation was cut 
to $3500. Mrs. Holmes said she has previously requested 
$4,000 however, the Executive Committee felt this 
amount was unnecessary at a previous meeting. Chair- 
man Clement asked Mrs. Holmes if there was anything 
she could eliminate in the line of supplies. She said a 
change in the cost of the photostat paper was recently 
made. The office previously used the H. H. brand of 
paper made of imported linen, however, when this 
proved expensive, the office recently changed to J. J. 
paper which is about the same, however, the linen base 
is not imported. This would present a decrease of 
approximately $168 to $200 in the cost of photostat 
supplies. 


Mr. Grimes said that in 1949 when the photostat 
machine was purchased it was said that the Register of 
Deed’s Office would be self-supporting and no expense 
to the County. Mrs. St. Pierre corrected Mr. Grimes 
and stated this applied only to the necessary reindex- 
ing. 

Motion: by Karkavelas, seconded by Marsan to 
appropriate $2,750 to the Register of Deeds Depart- 
ment. 


Special Appropriation Sheriff Secretarial: 
Mr. Grimes stated that “in appropriating $3,000 


to this expense the delegation had illegally created a 
permanent office.” 


Motion: by Grimes, that the item Special Ap- 
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propriation Sheriff Secretarial Expense be stricken 
from the budget. No seconds. 


Motion: by Stonemetz, seconded by Maloomian 
to aprove the items under the expense section of the 
budget. 


Motion: by Leighton, seconded by Marsan to ap- 
prove the budget as read. 


Roll call vote was taken. 23 yes, 1 pass in the 
presence of Rep. Grimes. 


Rep. O’York questioned the recommendation re- 
garding the connection of the water supply of the Home 
to the Dover water line. Chairman Clement said a 
committee had been selected and a recent report was 
made. Chairman Clement stated the cost would prob- 
ably exceed the $3,500 estimated. However, the State 
Pollution Board said the County does not have to act 
immediately on this matter.

Hay could be kept on a second story level and the cows 
could be fed through V-shaped containers stemming 
from the ceiling. Question was raised regarding sani- 
tary conditions. Mrs. St. Pierre stated if the same 
amount of labor used to clean the barn in plan #1 was 
used in the loose-type housing, sanitary conditions 
would be more than satisfactory. Question was raised 
by Mr. Marsan who wondered if the dairy end of the 
farm really paid for itself. If not, building any barn 
would be unnecessary. Commr. Young said the farm 
paid for itself as the dairy products are being used by 
the County Home. Otherwise, the milk supply for the 
Home would have to be purchased. This would prove 
very expensive as the Home uses approximately 100 
quarts a day. 


Discussion was carried by Mr. Adams in favor 
of plan #2. He mentioned factors beneficial to this 
plan. This loose-housing type is also the modern sys- 
tem. 


Motion: by Leighton to approve plan #1. No 
second. 


Mr. Clement then compared both plans in regard 
to size, convenience, and cost. He then asked for a 
show of hands in favor of plan #2. Only one opposed 
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was Mr. Leighton. Others in favor of plan #2 were:

Motion: by Leighton to withdraw his previous 
motion in favor of plan #1 and accept plan #2 suggest- 
ing the loose-housing type.

Mrs. St. Pierre suggested that the present bill- 
heads be worded differently and possibly be changed 
to Riverside Rest Home, County of Strafford, Dover, 
N. H. Mr. Morin, Supt. will look into the matter and see 
what changes can be made. 
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The budget was then reviewed and discussion fol- 
lowed regarding the departments that were over the 
appropriation.

REGISTER OF DEEDS: Mr. Clement concluded 
that any expenditure over the $3,750 appropriated 
would be the expense of the individual involved.

Executive Meeting 
November 19, 1962 


This meeting was called to order by Chairman 
Clement at approximately 1:30 p.m. 


Members present were: Littlehale, Marsan, Habel, 
Cormier, St. Pierre, Wiggin, Adams, and Clement. 


Others present were: County Commissioners and 
Mr. Alfred Morin, Supt. of the County Home. 


Mr. Carberry spoke of a sewerage disposal at the 
County Home and laundry. A lagoon would cost about 
$20,000 but with aid from federal and other funds 
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the County would pay only 50%. Mr. Clement suggested 
that this lagoon be included as a recommendation in 
the 1963 budget. 

The budget for nine months was then reviewed 
and discussion carried on the following: 


Register of Deeds: 

Mrs. Holmes was questioned regarding an over- 
expenditure at the end of the year. She anticipates an 
expense of about $84 during the last two months of 
1962. Telephone $50, chemicals and supplies $30, and 
typewriter ribbons $4. If no emergencies arise, she will 
have an over-expenditure of about $36 at the end of 
1962. 


County Home: 

The over-appropriation of $15,764.51 was com- 
pared with the figures of the nine months of 1961. 
Mr. Morin explained that last year there were 94 in- 
mates and since March of this year, the number has 
risen from 86 to 112 at present. The licensed capacity 
for the Home is 116. The board rates are $80 and $120 
a month. Approximately 60% pay $120 a month and 
$80 is paid by the other 40%. It was also noted that 
the actual income is much higher than estimated at 
the beginning of the year. Thus, the County Home 
income should be sufficient to offset any over-appropri- 
ation. 


Long term notes: 

It was suggested the $11,500 note be paid in 
December if enough money is left in the treasury at 
that time. 


Insurance: 

The reason for the over-expenditure to the amount 
of $2,891.84 for this item was due to “extended cover- 
age” at the County Home. 
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The income for 9 months of 1962 was also reviewed 
and considered very satisfactory.

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SUPERINTENDENT AND MATRON’S REPORT 
1962 


We are thankful to the County Commissioners for 
having appointed us to the position of Superintendent 
and Matron. During 1962, we have tried to follow in 
the footsteps of Mr. and Mrs. Flower who so generously 
devoted their time and patience to the benefit of those 
concerned at the County Home. 


We shall endeavor to submit various improvements 
and recommendations in this report. 


A major task during 1962 was the building of 
barns due to the fire in 1961. Strafford County now 
has a new dairy barn and hay barn. They were con- 
structed by efforts of many people who devoted their 
time, suggestions, and cooperation during the months 
of rebuilding. The dairy barn houses 40 head of cattle 
and a milking parlor with the latest equipment. The 
hay barn has a capacity of 150 tons and includes a 
storage place for all farm tools. 


The laundry was painted and new items such as 
a washer and two ironers were purchased. New cabinets 
and a “‘dive’’ system on the mangler were installed. In 
1963 we shall endeavor other improvements as we do 
not feel this equipment is entirely adequate due to an 
increase in personnel. The personnel totalled 86 on our 
arrival and since, the total has risen to 115. We hope 
to add an additional washer to remedy this situation. 


A complete overhaul was made to both boilers in 
the Boiler Room and the high-pressure boiler was 
retubed. Parts were the only expense to Strafford 
County in this project. The main fire pump was sub- 
jected to painting, and all the joints were repacked. 
This unit is subject to a test three times weekly. 
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me The County Jail also received attention. The in- 
terior was repainted and other improvements are in 
process. We are looking forward to purchasing a new 
stainless steel sink unit as the present sink has deteri- 
orated to a point where it is nearly useless. Other plans 
include the establishment of a library for the benefit 
of the prisoners. Any donation by the public toward this 
purpose will be appreciated. 


/Lack of equipment in the Carpenter Shop is a 
present problem. Future plans include a general clean- 
ing of this section as this unit could be an important 
asset when fully utilized. 


The piggery was subjected to a thorough cleaning 
and painting. The boiler was overhauled and its water 
pump replaced. The “‘slaughter’”’ house was also cleaned 
and painted. The exterior, however, is badly in need 
of clapboards. 


An adequate water supply is of primary impor- 
tance to an institution such as the Home and the 
following steps were taken to insure a satisfactory 
supply. We were faced with a low water supply. In a 
temporary measure, the City of Dover and the Dover 
Fire Department contributed their assistance. How- 
ever, after renewing and rebuilding the filter bed, it 
was necessary to construct a back wall, and this wall 
prevents pollution from entering the water supply. 
This project was accomplished under the supervision 
of Mr. Floyd Barker, with the assistance of the Soil 
Conservation Corporation. This work has proved most 
favorable and, at present, we are experiencing no diffi- 
culty with the water supply. 


Several changes were made in the Home itself. 
The downstairs floors were tiled and drains which had 
no traps and carried odors through the Home have been 
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remedied. Waste space has been occupied by four extra 
bedrooms and seven individual units. It is part of our 
program to renovate each room as a patient is dis- 
charged. New lights have also been installed. 


It is our hope to construct two sun parlors for the 
welfare of the aged who are otherwise unable to sit 
outdoors in the beneficial sunshine. We intend to im- 
prove the grounds around the Home and the parking 
lot. 


We wish to thank Father Edouard Duval of St. 
Charles Parish and Rev. Donald Macomber for the 
many trips they made to the Home to care for the 
spiritual needs of the persons at the Home. 


Appreciation is given to the County Commis- 
sioners, County Delegation, and various County 
Officials, personnel and all others who generously helped 
us during a most pleasant year, 1962.

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REPORT OF THE | 
ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN 


A little over a year ago, I was assigned as Roman 
Catholic chaplain of the Riverside Rest Home. My first 
thought was one of anxiety; but my first visit at the 
Home dispersed all of this uneasiness. The warm wel- 
come of Mr. and Mrs. Flower made me feel right at 
home. I was also surprised to see how the aged folks 
were weil taken care of, how neat everything was and 
how the kitchen was well organized. Immediately Il 
took a great interest in the Home. It became a real 
pleasure for me to visit with everyone both in the 
recreation hails and in the rooms. 


Later on, Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Morin took over 
as Superintendent and Matron. Since then, everything 
is still better from all points of view. A new approach 
to the understanding of the needs of the Aged has been 
attacked. A tangible and regular progress in the better- 
ment of everything is undertaken. The food is still- 
better, the linen is well classified, some of the furniture 
has been renovated and disposed in a more attractive 
manner, the common halls and corridors have been 
painted, now, the rooms are being repaired progres- 
sively, and new lights are installed. In a word, every- 
thing possible is provided to make the folks feel that 
they have a home, that they are not abandoned and 
that somebody is really interested in them. For this, 
the Commissioners, the Superintendent and his Staff 
deserve our sincere praises. 


All of this is material, but it has a very deep and 
profound effect on the moral of the aged people. It 
takes away from them this impression of loneliness, 
this depressed attitude that they have of feeling good 
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for nothing, only tossed in a corner to await death. 
This is the reason why I am interested in the develop- 
ment of this program. 


Not many will realize that, at the Home, we have 
an average of fifty-five Catholic inmates. This is an im- 
posing number! Also, it is with pleasure that I try to 
bring to them the best possible services of the Catholic 
Church under the circumstances. 


Holy Mass is celebrated at the Home, at least, once 
a month and also at Christmas. On these occasions, 
communion is distributed. Confessions are heard regu- 
larly and the Last Rites are given everytime I am told 
that a patient is seriously sick. I visit with the folks at 
irregular intervals, but I see them once a week, on the 
average, and at different moments of the day. Religious 
literature has also been distributed: books, pamphlets, 
newspapers, magazines, etc. Different organized groups 
have accompanied me to the Home, among others: 
Sisters of the Presentation, from the St. Charles Con- 
vent of Dover, boys from the St. Charles School, and 
the Choir of St. Charles Church sang hymns during 
the Christmas Mass. The folks, I think, have highly 
appreciated these visits. 


The Jail was not neglected. Confessions are heard 
regularly, communion is distributed and my services 
are available at any time and some of the prisoners 
take advantage of them, often. There also, I can feel 
a change for the better in the mentallity and in the 
understanding of the various problems. 


It is impossible for me to close this too brief report 
without expressing my sincere gratitude to Mr. and 
Mrs. Morin, my admiration for Mr. Crocker, and my 
heart-felt thanks for the wonderful cooperation and 
kindness of the nurses of the Home and the guards 
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of the Jail. It is on account of their good attentions to 
me that my work has become a consolation and a real 
pleasure. May the Almighty God, bless them and keep 
them for many years to come!

AGRICULTURAL AGENT’S DUTIES 


In carrying out the educational program for 1962, 
the agricultural agent: 
. made 447 visits to farmers 
. . received 208 office callers 
. completed 610 telephone calls 
. prepared 23 news articles 
. distributed 3434 bulletins on educational sub- 
jects 
. held 117 educational meetings attended by 
2461 persons 


The agricultural agent is designated as manager 
of the Extension Service office. In addition, he is respon- 
sible for the agricultural program in the county, which 
consists of work done with farmers and others in dairy- 
ing, poultry, forage crops, fruits, vegetables, agricul- 
tural engineering, farm management and marketing. 


By legislation, the agricultural agent works with 
governmental agencies. He aids the Soil Conservation 
Service with information on crops and fertilizers and 
serves as secretary of the Soil Conservation District. 
The agent is an ex-officio member of the Agricultural 
Stabilization Conservation County Committee. Recom- 
mendations and approvals are made on seeding, fertiliz- 
ing, and liming practices, based on soil test results. 


The agent serves in an advisory capacity on the 
Farm and Home Loan Administration Board. This 
agency makes loans to farm people. 
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The Selective Service System calls on the agent 
for advice pertaining to agricultural problems. 


During the growing season, the agent reports local 
weather and crop conditions to the New England office 
of the Agricultural Statistician. 


Assistance is given the Department of Interior in 
the control of predatory animals and rodents. 


During the past few years, more help is being 
requested by urban people for lawns, home gardens, 
ornamentals and household pests. 


The information given above outlines the agent’s 
main duties. A detailed annual report is available for 
examination at the Extension Service Office. 


The governing board for the Extension Service 
is the Advisory Council, which is made up of thirteen 
members. Each line of work; namely, agriculture, 
forestry, home economics, and 4-H has three members 
on the council, with the last member being appointed 
by the representatives of the County Delegation. Meet- 
ings are held at least four times a year, with the finance 
committee of five members meeting each month for the 
disbursement of funds.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY FORESTER 


Forests predominate the landscape of Strafford 
County. This condition did not come about as a result 
of good land use planning, but rather accidentally as 
cropland and pasture lands were neglected and aban- 
doned during the last century. Today, there are 183,150 
acres of woodlands in the county, which is 76% of the 
total land area. There are approximately 2,286 wood- 
land owners in the county and the county forestry pro- 
gram is aimed at assisting these small woodland owners 
in solving their forestry problems, and also assisting 
the wood-using industries in the county in locating, pro- 
cessing, and marketing wood products. 


The county forester offers advice on tree planting, 
improvement of forests by removal of weed trees 
through mechanical and new chemical methods, prun- 
ing of trees for quality lumber, correct timber harvest- 
ing methods, correct marketing procedures, location of 
permanent wood roads, fire ponds and other forest con- 
servation methods. 


Woodland owners desiring woodland assistance 
should contact the Cooperative Extension Service, 59 
North Main Street, Rochester. 


Last year, the county forester worked in both 
Strafford and Belknap counties. Following are the ac- 
complishments for 1962 — which are almost equally 
divided between the two counties. 


1. There were 196,000 trees planted where prior 
site suitability was determined. 


2. One thousand four hundred and fifty-one acres 
of desirable young softwoods were released by 
removing weed trees. 
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..- There was an- increase of 31%: in number of 


woodland owners asking for assistance over 
the previous. year. a , pe 


Seventy-four acres of young white pine were 
pruned. 


An estimated 1,678,000 board feet of timber 
was harvested according to cutting practices. 


Data was prepared for Rural Areas Develop- 
ment committees to use in determining forest 
assets and their uses in the area. 


There were good relationships among the tim- 
ber operators, consultant foresters, State and 
Federal organizations promoting forestry in 
the county. 


There was an increased interest among the 
youth in forestry, especially 4-H and Boy Scout 
groups.

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REPORT OF EXTENSION HOME ECONOMIST 


The 1962 summary of Home Economics Extension 
work shows: 


42 organized women’s groups and workshops 
carried on educational programs. 
19 special interest groups were worked with by 
the agent. 
1865 telephone calls were made and received. 
7826 educational publications were distributed. 
1200 homemakers received a monthly newsletter 
or research facts on nutrition, textiles, 
management, housing, family life and child 
development. 
221 educational meetings were held by the agent. 
2816 people attended these meetings. 
249 classes were taught by trained community 
leaders. 
2849 homemakers attended leaders’ meetings. 
234 home visits were made. 
37 news articles were prepared. 
110 office calls were received. 


On January 1, 1962, home demonstration agents 
became Extension home economists. This change in 
title has given the public an entirely different slant on 
the nature of adult educational programs available 
through the Cooperative Extension Service. 


Both the Family Life and Home Management pro- 
grams have been expanded, in the belief that the 
woman who enjoys homemaking is the one who man- 
ages her many jobs successfully and takes a positive 
attitude toward homemaking. A significant change has 
taken place in the area of Family Life. During the 1961- 
62 year, the number of meetings relating to this sub- 
ject increased from 6 to 40 and the attendance at these 
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meeting from 141 to 588. This would attest to a 
decided interest on the part of homemakers in this vital 
subject. Programs have also been offered to encourage 
the participation of older people in productive leisure- 
time activities. 


Through such courses as the Consumer Living 
Institutes, held at the University of New Hampshire, 
the Extension Service is trying to help families develop 
their own techniques in money management and to 
establish long-range goals for financial security. Thirty- 
four groups studied Home Management, with 344 at- 
tending. A consultant on home furnishings on the State 
level is filling a real need. Twenty-nine women’s groups, 
with an attendance of 362, availed themselves of classes 
held in this area of Home Economics. 


Better informed consumers, good health and happy 
eating were goals in Foods and Nutrition classes, par- 
ticipated in by 671 people. One hundred seventy-one 
women took advantage of clothing workshops, at which 
a part-time assistant agent gave the instruction. 
Leaders trained in the course, Clothing Clues for 
Buyers and Sewers, reached 216 women throughout the 
county. 


The extension specialist in Horticulture taught 238 
people in horticultural subjects. 


Sincere interest has been manifested by the officers 
and members of the Extension Home Economics Ad- 
visory Council in accepting responsibilities and advising 
the home economist.

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REPORT OF 4-H CLUB WORK 


During 1962 the two county 4-H Club agents did 
the following in carrying out the youth educational pro- 
gram of the Strafford County Extension Service: 


. made 1190 farm, home, and firm visits 
. . received 158 office callers 
. completed 1441 telephone calls 
. . released 80 news articles 
. produced 73 television and radio broadcasts 
. . distributed 3275 educational publications 
. held 191 training meetings with 4654 attend- 
ing 
. also 598 meetings were held by local leaders 
with 7420 attending 


In 1962, Strafford County had 140 adult volunteer 
4-H Club leaders, 77 teenage junior leaders, 607 mem- 
bers of 4-H clubs and 28 different 4-H clubs. 


One measure of the success of the volunteer leader- 
ship is in the awards granted to members in various 
state contests. Of 16 members entered in the state 
demonstration, talent, and public speaking contests, 
ten received awards in the “A” group. Also the county 
held 7 state winners in various project competition. 
Four of these attended the National 4-H Club Congress 
at Chicago; two attended the Northeast Poultry Pro- 
ducers Council at Harrisburg, Pennsylvania; one re- 
ceived a watch for being the State 4-H Dog Husbandry 
Project winner. 


Two other outstanding awards were received. One 
member is to be a delegate to the National 4-H Club 
Congress at Washington, D. C., and the other is the 
second alternate to this same conference. These awards 
are for outstanding achievement and _ leadership 
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development, and only four members from each state 
attend. = SMES gh 7 


These degrees of. success can be due only to the 
training the members received from our local volunteer 
leaders. These leaders, in turn, are supported by the 
county staff through training meetings, educational 
training materials and supplies, and administration of 
the 4-H Club program. 


The 1962 4-H membership was divided into the 
following area groups — 16% farm, 31% urban, and 
53% rural non-farm. The change in membership away 
from strictly farm families has demanded new project 
emphasis, programming, public relations, and techni- 
ques. Many people continue to picture 4-H as a boy 
and a steer at a county fair. This is no longer a true 
picture of 4-H Club work. For instance, in Strafford 
County members from all income levels take projects 
which suit their particular needs and interests, such as 
horsemanship, foods, etc. Members from the urban 
area of Dover enroll in such projects as electricity and 
clothing, while members from the rural areas of Straf- 
ford take the dairy and canning projects. 


These members are learning the pride of workman- 
ship, good citizenship and leadership. The 4-H Club 
program continues to change to meet the educational 
needs of the young people for whom it is designed.
